however, did not receive the original office correspondence. Applicants' representative v >; ' 
has diligently searched its file jacket and representative's docket records indicate that , 
the office correspondence was not received. Accordingly, the original office 
correspondence was lost in the mail. 

Exhibits A - G are attached to this petition. Each exhibit include evidence 
that the original correspondence was not received. More specifically: 

Exhibit A: This exhibit is a 2-page print out from our docketing system. The top 
portion of the first page include database fields which establishes a correspondence 
between the application serial number "09/264,501" and our docket number 
"M4065.0842/P842." The print out further includes a section entitled "Other 
Case-Related Information," which appears at the bottom of the first page and 
continues into the second page. This information include, inter tilia> recordations 
concerning an Office Action mailed on January 2, 2003, a response filed on April 2, 
2003, and a status inquiry filed on August 15, 2003. There is no recordation 
regarding the June 18, 2003 Office Action. If the undersigned had received the 
Office Action mailed June 18, 2003, a recordation regarding that Office Action 
V- : 1 would appear in this section of the report. Further, if the undersigned had received 
the Office Action mailed June 18, 2003, there would not have been any need to file 
a Status Inquiry on August 15, 2003. 

Exhibit B: This exhibit is a single page print out from our docketing system. The 
notes seen in the print out were made as each paper related to the application was 
processed. Consistent with Exhibit A, the notes indicate the receipt of the January 
2, 2003 Office Action, the filing of the April 2, 2003 response, and the filing of the 
August 15, 2003 status inquiry. There is no notation regarding the June 18, 2003 
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Office Action. If the undersigned had received the Office Action mailed June 18, 
2003, a notation regarding that Office Action would appear in this list of notes. 

Exhibit C: This exhibit is a 2 -page photocopy from a handwritten log book 
maintained as a manual backup to the computerized portion of the docketing 
system. The photocopied pages correspond to all the entries made on September 
18, 2003. All actions due on the date shown at the top of each page are written 
into the log. When an action is completed and delivered to docketing, its entry is 
crossed out. Each entry shows the initials of the handling attorney, the internal 
docket number, the application serial number, the action due, and any applicable 
notes. 

The first due date for response to the June 18, 2003 Office Action would have been 
September 18, 2003. If the June 18, 2003 Office Action had been received, there 
would be an entry in the handwritten log for September 18, 2003 regarding a 
response. However, the September 18, 2003 log does not have any entries 
associated with the instant application. 

Exhibit D: This exhibit is a 2-page photocopy from the handwritten log book first 
mentioned in the description of Exhibit C. The photocopied pages correspond to 
all the entries made on October 18, 2003, which would have been the due date 
with a 1 -month extension of time for responding to the June 18, 2003 Office 
Action. If the June 18, 2003 Office Action had been received, and if no response 
had been filed by September 18, 2003, there would be an entry in the handwritten 
log for October 18, 2003 regarding a response. However, the October 18, 2003 
log does not have any entries associated with the instant application. 

Exhibit E: This exhibit is a 1-page photocopy from the handwritten log book 
first mentioned in the description of Exhibit C. The photocopied pages correspond 
to all the entries made on November 18, 2003, which would have been the due 
date with a 2-month extension of time for responding to the June 18, 2003 Office 
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Action. If the June 18, 2003 Office Action had been received, and if no response 
had been filed by October 18, 2003, there would be an entry in the handwritten 
log for November 18, 2003 regarding a response. However, the November 18, 
2003 log does not have any entries associated with the instant application. 

Exhibit F: This exhibit is a 1-page photocopy from the handwritten log book first 
mentioned in the description of Exhibit C. The photocopied pages correspond to 
all the entries made on December 18, 2003, which would have been the due date 
with a 3-month extension of time for responding to the June 18, 2003 Office 
Action. If the June 18, 2003 Office Action had been received, and if no response 
had been filed by November 18, 2003, there would be an entry in the handwritten 
log for December 18, 2003 regarding a response. However, the December 18, 
2003 log does not have any entries associated with the instant application. 

Exhibit G: This exhibit is a 2-page photocopy of a Status Inquiry regarding the 
instant application and its accompanying post card. The Status Inquiry was filed on 
August 15, 2003. Evidence that the status inquiry was received by the Office can 
be seen by the OIPE stamp on the post card, which indicates receipt of the status 
inquiry on August 15, 2003. If the June 18, 2003 Office Action had been received, 
there would have been no need to file the status request since the status of the 
application would have been known to the undersigned. 

As the June 18, 2003 Office Action was never received, applicants' 
representative are entitled to have the holding of abandonment withdrawn and a remailing 
of the June 18, 2003 Office Action with the period to respond set to begin on the date of 
the remailing. See MPEP § 711.03(c)(II), at page 700-155 (8th Ed. Rev. 1 February
